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TRYPANOSOMES IN THE BRAIN TISSUE OE AN 
EXPERIMENTAL GUINEA-PIG.

The four photographs reproduced shew the presence of trypanosomes 
in the brain tissue outside the capillaries, blood vessels and perivascular 
spaces. 

The guinea-pig from which the tissue was taken was inoculated with 
trypanosomes from a Nigerian source, isolated by Lieut.-Col. Wbnyon 
from a case under Dr. Daniels’ care at the London Tropical School. 
The pig shewed signs of paresis in the hind-quarters for a week or two 
before death, which occurred six months after inoculation. The tissue 
was fixed in a sublimate acetic solution, and the sections were stained 
with Giemsa’s stain, a weak solution used for twenty-four hours, differen¬ 
tiation and dehydration being carried out with absolute alcohol. 


DESCRIPTION OP PHOTOGRAPHS. 

Magnification 1,000 in each case. 

1. A trypanosome in brain tissue. 

2. Three trypanosomes around nuclei in centre of field, one in the right-hand 
bottom corner. 

3. Dividing trypanosome in the brain tissue, shewing two kineto-nuclei and an 
almost completely divided tropho-nucleus. 

4. A rounded up or closely coiled trypanosome and part of a normal one. 
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
